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1 . JIM HOAGLAND OF WASHINGTON POST REPORTED THAT CARTER 
ADMINISTRATION WILL RESUME "ROUTINE NEGOTIATIONS" WITH 
SOVIET UNION TODAY IN HELSINKI ON LIMITING CONVENTIONAL ARMS 
TRANSFERS. HOAGLAND SAID STATE DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN TOM 
RESTON TOLD NEWSMEN YESTERDAY NO FORMAL AGREEMENT WAS 
EXPECTED AT HELSINKI MEETING, THIRD SUCH PARLEY SINCE 
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DECEMBER, BUT THAT U.S. HOPED EOR ' SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS" ON 
EINDING JOINT APPROACH TO CUTTING BACK ARMS SHIPMENTS 
ABROAD. RESTON SAID HELSINKI MEETING WOULD BE HELD AS 
SCHEDULED "BECAUSE, AS WITH OTHER ARMS CONTROL NEGOTIATIONS, 
IT IS IN INTEREST OE OUR NATIONAL SECURITY TO DO SO." 

HOAGLAND SAID EFEECT OE U.S. DECISION WAS TO EXEMPT HELSINKI 
TALKS FROM GENERAL REVIEW OE AMERICAN-SOVIET COOPERATION 
THAT ADMINISTRATION OEEICIALS ANNOUNCED LAST WEEK DURING 
STORM OE PROTEST OVER TRIALS AND SENTENCINGS OF DISSIDENTS 
SHCHARANSKY AND GINZBURG. HOAGLAND REPORTED THAT RESTON 
SAID HE DID NOT KNOW IE CONGRESSIONAL LEADERS HAD BEEN 
CONSULTED ON DECISION. RESTON TURNED AWAY QUESTIONS ON 
WHETHER ARMS TRANSEER TALKS REPRESENTED RETURN TO 

"BUSINESS AS USUAL" BETWEEN MOSCOW AND WASHINGTON, SAYING 
THAT HE COULD NOT CHARACTERIZE SO VIET- AMERICAN RELATIONS 
AT MOMENT, HOAGLAND REPORTED. OTHER ADMINISTRATION 
OEFICIALS SPOKE HOPEEULLY OF RESUMING OE ARMS TRANSEER 
MEETING AS ONE OE SEVERAL SMALL SIGNS THAT TENSION IS 
EASING SLIGHTLY IN WAKE OF LAST WEEK'S ACRIMONIOUS EX- 
CHANGES." HOAGLAND SAID JULY 15 PRAVDA REPORT PORTRAYED 
VANCE'S MEETING WITH GROMYKO IN GENEVA AS HAVING BEEN 
BUSINESSLIKE AND INSULATED FROM DOMESTIC AMERICAN CONCERN 
ABOUT DISSIDENT TRIALS. 

2. PHIL GAILEY OP WASHINGTON STAR SAID PEW DOUBT THAT 
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SENATOR PRANK CUURCH, "WITH HIS STRONG VIEWS AND LARGE 
EGO", IS GOING TO MOVE QUICKLY TO RESTORE SENATE POREIGN 
RELATIONS COMMITTEE'S INFLUENCE AND PRESTIGE IN SHAPING

TREATY BE DEFEATED, BUT MOREOVER THERE WILL BE NO TREATY 
FOR SENATE AND AMERICAN PEOPLE TO ASSESS." CHILDS SAID 
JACKSON, "LONG AN OPPONENT OF ANY AGREEMENT WITH SOVIET 
UNION," CAME OUT IN OPEN OTHER DAY. JACKSON, HE SAID, 

ATTACKED VERY IDEA OF SALT TREATY THAT WOULD, ACCORDING

4. RICHARD BURT OF NEW YORK TIMES REPORTED THAT SENATOR 
SAM NUNN, IN SPEECH AT WARNER ROBBINS AIR EORCE BASE IN 
GEORGIA, SAID HE HAD NOT MADE UP HIS MIND WHETHER TO 
SUPPORT NEW SALT ACCORD. NUNN STRESSED THAT ARMS TALKS 
COULD NOT BE VIEWED APART FROM "GENERAL DETERIORATION" IN 
SOVIET-AMERICAN MILITARY BALANCE IN RECENT YEARS. BURT 
SAID NUNN ACCUSED ADMINISTRATION OF ALLOWING SALT

OUR STRATEGIC PROGRAMS." AS CASE IN POINT, BURT REPORTED 
THAT NUNN SAID PRIMARY GOAL OF SALT TALKS SHOULD HAVE BEEN 
TO PREVENT U.S. LAND-BASED MINUTEMAN MISSILES FROM BE- 
COMING VULNERABLE TO POSSIBLE SOVIET FIRST STRIKE IN I980S. 

BUT HE SAID THIS GOAL HAD "EVAPORATED" AND THAT EVERYONE 
NOW AGREES THAT ENHANCED SURVIVABILITY OE OUR MINUTEMAN 
FORCE WILL NOT BE OBTAINED IN NEW AGREEMENT." BURT SAID 

IN NEW REPORT ON ARMS TALKS RELEASED THIS WEEK, ADMINISTR- 
ATION ACKNOWLEDGES THAT "BOTH AMERICAN AND SOVIET LAND- 
BASED EORCES ARE BECOMING INCREASINGLY VULNERABLE TO
